Troubles continue 
to mount for a former 
Lawrenceburg attorney 
charged earlier this year 
with domestic violence 
after he allegedly threw a 
can of Red Bull at his wife. 


Sanborn's Main Street practice included domestic violence cases 


Richard Sanborn, 43, 
of 4119 Citation Lane was 
charged June 20 with 
fourth-degree assault 
when, according to police 
reports, he struck his wife 


in the face with the can, 
leaving a visible red mark 
under her right eye. 

Sanborn opened a law 
office earlier this year on 
Main Street, which has 


since closed. In a news 
release provided to The 
Anderson News in April, 
Sanborn said his practice 
focused on cases involv¬ 
ing divorce, child custody, 


child support, paternity, 
domestic violence, visita¬ 
tion and guardianship. 

Police said the incident 
occurred when he and 
his wife were on their 
way home from a drive- 
in movie. When police

Mom pleads guilty to tying up daughter

With the specter looming of 
having her child’s grandmother 
testify on behalf of prosecutors, 
the mother charged with tying up 
her then- 3-year-old daughter for 
up to 16 hours a day pleaded guilty 


Monday just before her trial was to 
begin. 

The mother, Rebecca Medley, 
entered an open guilty plea on one 
count of first-degree criminal child 
abuse in a case that has lingered 
in the court system since mid-2012.

City council 
increases tax 
rate again 

Rate skyrockets 20% 
over past six years

Lawrenceburg property taxes con¬ 
tinue to go up after the city council 
voted 4-2 
Monday to 
increase its 
tax rate for 
the fourth 
consecutive 
year. 

The 

council also 
gave final 
unanimous 
approval 
to a new 
county¬ 
wide sign 
ordinance, 
which 
has also 
received 
final 
approval 
from the 
Anderson 
County Fis¬ 
cal Court. 

Voting 
for the 
tax rate 
increase 
were coun¬ 
cil mem¬ 
bers Sandy 
Goodlett, 

Ken Evans and George Geoghegan 
and Steven Rucker. Voting against 
the increase were 
council members 
Paul Thomas 
Vaughn and Bobby 
Durr. 

Mayor Edwinna 
Baker requested 
the increase fol¬ 
lowing the rec¬ 
ommendation of 
the city’s finance 
committee, which 
includes Geoghe¬ 
gan and Goodlett. 

The decision 
will increase the 
city’s tax rate from $1.90 per $1,000 of 
assessed value on real estate to $1.95, 
and add $5 to the tax bill on property 
assessed at $100,000. 

Monday’s decision marks the 
fourth consecutive year the city

first of two required 
to increase the city's 
tax rate. 

A final vote is scheduled 
during a special-called 
meeting Sept. 18 at 
Lawrenceburg City 
Hall.

council has increased 
its tax rate, which 
was $1.78 in 2011. That 
means a tax bill on 
a piece of property 
assessed at $100,000 has 
increased $28 in the past 
four years and the rate 
per $1,000 ($1.78 to $1.95) 
is up 9.5 percent. The 
city’s rate was $1.62 per 
$1,000 in 2008, meaning 
it has now increased just 
over 20 percent since 
that time. 

The council voted 
for the so-called com¬ 
pensating tax rate, 
which purports to 
provide taxing districts 
with the same revenue 
they received the year 
before. However, the 
new rate will provide 
the city with an addi¬ 
tional $26,782 in rev¬ 
enue for a total of $1.05 
million. 

Durr voiced the 
strongest objection to 


the increase. 

“I’m concerned about 
inflation,” he said. 

“Most of the time it’s 
because of taxes. If you 
raise them, businesses 
have to raise prices 
accordingly. That’s why 
inflation has jumped so 
much over the years. It 
has to slow down.” 

Vaughn questioned if 
the city would be able 
to pay its bills without 
the increase. 

Baker answered 
Vaughn, saying the 
city’s current budget 
was built on taking the 
compensating rate and 
warned that not taking 
it could result in budget 
cuts. 

“The most logical 
place would be person¬ 
nel,” Baker said. 

Had the council 
voted to leave the rate 
at $1.90 per $1,000, 
the city would have 
received only $150 less 
revenue due primarily 
to a slight decrease in 
overall property values. 


Goodlett is running 
for mayor this fall, 
when each of the other 
council members will 
stand for re-election. 


Sign ordinance passes 

The council 
approved a new sign 
ordinance on second 
reading, marking the 
end of nearly a decade 
of trying to revamp one 
that was widely consid¬ 
ered outdated. 

The ordinance last 
week passed a final 
reading by the Ander¬ 
son County Fiscal Court, 
and will effectively end 
Anderson County’s ban 
on billboards by allow¬ 
ing them to be placed 
along the Bluegrass 
Parkway. 


Monday’s meeting after 
being named the Ken¬ 
tucky chapter of the 
Association of Profes¬ 
sional Communications 
Officials Supervisor of 
the Year.

The term open plea 
means that the Com¬ 
monwealth Attorney’s 
office did not offer 
a plea deal, and that 
Circuit Court Judge 
Charles Hickman will 
sentence her Oct. 21 at 9 
a.m. in Anderson Circuit 
Court. 

Medley faces up to 
five years in prison on 
the charge, which is a 
Class C felony. 

The child’s father, 
Herbert Medley, was 
also scheduled to stand 
trial Monday. He did not 
enter a plea and will 
return to court at 9 a.m. 
Sept. 16 to have a new 
trial date assigned. 

The child’s grand¬ 
mother, Carolyn Case, 
pleaded guilty in the 
case earlier this year 
and was sentenced to 
five years in prison 


uled to testify on behalf 
of the prosecution and 
was to be transported 
from prison Monday 
morning, according to 
court documents. 

The case made 
regional headlines in 
early 2012 when state 
police charged the 
Medleys and Case with 
tying the child to a bed, 
sometimes for as long as 
16 hours a day. 

The abuse charges 
stem from a state police 
investigation during 
which Case reportedly 
told troopers that the 
3-year-old was tied to 
her bed from 8 p.m. to 6 
a.m. each day. 


Case also acknowledged 
that the child was also 
tied to the bed for a 
two-hour nap, and 
spent an additional four 
hours tied up for disci¬ 
pline, according to the 
documents. 


The 3-year-old girl was 
allegedly being tied 
up over the course of 
several months when a 
child protective services 
worker alerted the state 
police. 
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arrived, they said San¬ 
born “had the odor of 
an alcoholic beverage 
upon his breath and 
about his person, blood¬ 
shot watery eyes, very 
slurred speech and was 
unable to maintain bal¬ 
ance without assistance 
of officers,” according to 
the report. 

Since his arrest, San¬ 
born was charged July 
22 with violating his 
bond, and has since had 
his bond restrictions 
remanded by the court. 

Sanborn then failed 
to appear in court Aug. 
28. 

He is next sched¬ 
uled to appear Oct. 9 in 
Anderson District Court. 

County Attorney 
Bobbi Jo Lewis issued 
a statement Monday, 


saying that her office 
asked for and received 
a special prosecutor for 
the case. 

“At the time of ini¬ 
tiation of the present 
charges, Mr. Sanborn 
had a law practice in 
Anderson County and, 
in order to avoid any 
appearance of impropri¬ 
ety in the prosecution, 
a special prosecutor was 
appointed by the Office 
of the Attorney Gener¬ 
al,” Lewis said via email. 

“My review of the 
cases had indicated that 
the appointment of a 
special prosecutor would 
be necessary and in the 
interest of justice.” 

A native of Maine, 
Sanborn received his 
bachelor’s degree in 
political science and 
psychology from West¬ 
ern Kentucky, and his 
law degree from South¬ 
ern Illinois University.

CARNAHAN BOWL IS SATURDAY 

Seth Carnahan's family just wanted to say, "Thanks." 

Seth, then an eighth-grader at Anderson County Middle School drowned Aug. 1,2009 while swimming in Elkhorn Creek in Scott County. 
The 13-year-old was a beloved member of the Mustang team, playing running back and wide receiver. 

His teammates honored him by putting his number on one side of their helmets and his initials on the other. Cheerleaders painted his 
number and initials on their faces during games. 

"The team carried Seth's jersey on the field with them each game,"says Mike Carnahan, Seth's father. "The state championship game was 
played on his birthday, Nov. 1." 

The Mustangs lost that one to Bowling Green Middle School, but Seth's legacy continued to live. The entire school, it seemed, was shaken 
by Seth's death and offered the family strong support. 

"After we lost Seth, the coaches at the middle school told me,'If there is anything we can do, let us know,"'Mike Carnahan recalls. 

Carnahan's wife, Sherry, came up with an idea to honor her step-son. After talking with administrators both at the middle school and 
with the Anderson County Board of Education, the Seth Carnahan Bowl was born. 

The third edition of the bowl will kick off Saturday, Sept. 13 with the Mustangs hosting Madison Middle School at Warford Stadium 
on the campus of Anderson County High School. The junior varsity game kicks off at 11:30 a.m. with the varsity getting underway at 
approximately 1 p.m. 

Proceeds from the game will go toward building a new football field and field house at the middle school. 

"We have raised over $8,000 the first two years. The money goes to a separate account," Carnahan says. "It is to be used toward a field 
first and a field house second." 

The immediate goal is to construct a new football field, complete with bleachers and scoreboard, on the middle school property. The field 
would allow the Mustangs to play on their own field instead of borrowing the field at Anderson County High School. 

"Seth loved any sport," Carnahan says. "This is our way of showing our gratitude to the people at the middle school."

on Aug. 1. He’s working 
Anderson County, where he’s 
lived for 12 years. 

“This may sound weird, 
but it’s the truth,” Carnahan 
says. “I enjoy helping people. 
When I was a little boy, when 
the man came to work on 
our water heater, I was there 
handing him the tools. I just 
like helping people and I feel 
I do that in law enforcement.” 

Carnahan rejoined the 
force as part of the Trooper- 
R Program, which according 
to the Kentucky State Police 
website is “a second opportu¬ 
nity to serve the citizens of 
the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky with more honor, cour¬ 
age and commitment.” 

He had actually rejoined 
before, in December 2012, just 
four months after retiring 
as Administrative Sergeant 
of Post 12 in Frankfort. That 
stint was cut short nine 
months later when a $5.8 
million budget deficit forced 
layoffs of officers in the pro¬ 
gram. 

When the opportunity to 
be back on the road presented 
itself again, Carnahan was 
ready. “I retired in August 
of 2012 and did some jobs 
around the house,” says Car¬ 
nahan, who is 48. “When I got 
my jobs done, I was bored.” 

The Trooper-R program, 
which started in 2009, utilizes 
retired officers who left the 
force in good standing after 
20 or more years of service. 
Troopers are hired on a year- 
to-year basis up to five years. 

“They like it because they 
don’t have to train you,” Car¬ 
nahan chuckles. “It’s a win- 
win situation and I just like 
being out on the road.” 

After serving as a city 
policeman in his hometown 
of Leitchfield, Carnahan got 
his start on the road in Sep¬ 
tember 1988, working out of 
the state police post in Har¬ 
lan. He later transferred to 
Frankfort, where he worked 
as a trooper, a detective and 
worked as the sergeant over 
electronic crimes. 

When he retired, Carna¬ 
han had been administrative 
sergeant over Post 12 for two 
years. 

His job entailed dealing 
with financial affairs, sched¬ 
uling, accident reports and 
case reports. 

Now back on the road, 
where he worked for 18 years, 
Carnahan says, “It is a lot less 
stress.” 

That’s because Carnahan is 
doing what he loves, helping 
people. 

“I don’t know how many 


times I have stopped to help 
someone along the road and 
they tell me I was a God¬ 
send,” he says. “Seeing that 
appreciation means the world 
to me.” 

And even when writing a 
ticket, Carnahan believes he 
is providing a service.. 

“When I stop someone for 
speeding, I may have saved 
their life or someone else’s 
life,” he says. “You just don’t 
know what will happen down 
the road.” 

And Carnahan says put¬ 
ting the bad guys away is 
a big reward in his job. One 
such incident when working 
the mountains stands out in 
his memory. 

“A young man from New 
York came to Harlan to thank 
me,” Carnahan smiles. 

Two gang members had 
attacked the young man and 
carjacked him. According to 
reports of the incident, the 
gang members had a knife 
at his throat and a gun to his 
head. 

“Somehow he got away 
from them, but they ended 
up in Harlan,” Carna¬ 
han remembers. “When the 
young man’s parents drove 
him down to get his car, he 
wanted to thank the person 
who arrested them. I met the 
young man and he personally 
thanked me for putting them 
away.” 

Carnahan, though, has also 
seen the other side of service. 

It happened on Aug. 1, 

2009, a day that is seared in 
his memory. 

That day, his son, Seth, and 
a friend were playing in Elk- 
horn Creek in Scott County. 
Seth, 13, got caught in an 
undertow and drowned. 

“I think about him every 
day,” Carnahan says. “I had 
someone tell me that losing 
a child is the most torture a 
person can have. It has been 
torture.” 

Seth drowned on a Sat¬ 
urday but his body was not 
recovered until Monday. 

As first responders 
searched, Carnahan’s minis¬ 
ter, Terry Cooper of Ninevah 
Christian Church, stood by 
his side the entire time. “That 
meant the world to us,” Car¬ 
nahan says. 

The pain from the loss still 
lingers. 

“You never get over the 
hurt,” Carnahan says. “You 
just learn to cope with it.” 

About a year ago, the cop¬ 
ing might have gotten a bit 
easier, though. 

At that time, the boy who 
was with Seth Carnahan 
at the time of the accident 
shared a detail of his death 
that the family had not previ¬ 
ously known. 

“He told my ex-wife that 


Seth dived in to save him,” 
Mike says of the news he had 
never before disclosed pub¬ 
licly. “She called me and told 
me.” 

Carnahan, who requested 
that the friend’s identity be 
withheld for this article, shed 
more tears. 

“We are very proud of Seth. 
Here was a 13-year-old boy 
willing to risk his life to save 
a friend,” Carnahan says. “I 
still cry about it, but know¬ 


ing what he did makes me 
proud.” 

And Carnahan believes his 
son would have been proud to 
see his father rejoin the state 
police force. “I think Seth 
liked me being a trooper,” he 
says. 

But the retired policeman 
did not return to duty just as 
a way to honor his son. And 
he’s not crazy for giving up 
the comforts of retirement 
for the rigors of the road. 


“When I went back, my 
wife was excited for me,” he 
says. “She worried, but she 
knows I enjoy doing this. 

“When I was a little boy, a 
friend was a state trooper and 
I have wanted to be a trooper 
since I was seven or eight 
years old. 

“I just want to help people.”

City's restaurant tax 
still a very bad idea 

Conway proven right on lowering speed limit 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

The old saw that when the cat’s away the mice will 
play is sadly all too true. 

After spending years beating back the misguided notion that 
taxing restaurants will somehow attract tourists — who doesn’t 
want to pay more for food? — those bent on some 
kind of a weird restaurant tax caliphate quickly got 
up to their old tricks not long after I left this job in 
February for one in New Mexico. 

That the restaurant tax reared its ugly head sev¬ 
eral months ago was bad enough but it’s even worse 
that the city council blessed that idea by budgeting 
$100,000 to make it happen. 

That’s fairly brassy for a bunch that sings the 
praises of economic development but has alligator 
arms when it comes to funding it. 

Most embarrassing, though, is that this newspa¬ 
per actually came out in favor of the idea, although 
I could smell the self-serving stench of that clear 
out in the New Mexico high desert. 

Thankfully, Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway and the 
fiscal court squashed that idea by refusing to allow the city 
joint control of the county’s tourism authority, which is no great 
shakes in its own right but, last I heard, is at least going to give 

being useful for once the old col¬ 
lege try. 

This isn’t to dismiss tourism as 
a valid moneymaker for Anderson 
County’s businesses. We have two 
of the finest bourbon distilleries on 
the vaunted Bourbon Trail, both of 
which are already promoted to the 
nines by the state’s tourism cabinet, 
not to mention the small fortunes 
each spend of their own money 
attracting visitors. 

The trick, and it doesn’t take a 
tax that rapes restaurant owners of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars a 
year, is to get a large chunk of those 
tourists to do more than cross the S 
bridge or hop on the Parkway and 
bolt following their visits. 

This newspaper did just that a 
few years when we, in an effort to 
use our own money to make money, 
leveraged the equestrian games in 
Louisville to create a brochure of 
local businesses that is distributed in, wait for it, the distilleries! 

Businesses pay a few bucks for the ad, we pay to have the 
brochures printed and, waddya know, people visiting the dis¬ 
tilleries looking for something to eat or do magically appear in 
Lawrenceburg, wallets at the ready. 

Let’s face it: many more restaurants open only to fail than 
succeed in Lawrenceburg, and swiping a percentage of their 
gross sales right off the top is only going to make that worse. 

S peaking of taxes... 

Leave it to the school board to go hog wild when setting 
its tax rate when other county wide (which excludes the 
city) taxing districts were able this year to muddle along just 
fine without doing the same. The fiscal court, for example, fol¬ 
lowed Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway’s recommendation 
and left its rate flat, ditto the health board, where sanity has 
returned in full force. 

In just two years the school board has extracted an additional 
$600,000 from our collective wallets with no apparent end in 
sight. 

Had it simply left the rate alone, the district would have 
come out $100,000 to the good, thanks to an increase to the coun¬ 
ty’s overall property value. (Had board member Roger McDow¬ 
ell bothered to check that out instead of apparently guessing 
that “property values are flat,” he could have devised another, 
perhaps more plausible, reason to vote the way he did.) 

S peaking of good authority... 

I chuckled from afar when I read that Conway finally 
got his way and convinced the state DOT to reduce the 
speed limit on Versailles Road. 

Sick of having people killed on that road due, in part, to the 
speed limit being too high, Conway fought and fought and 
finally got his way. 

He won’t say it so I will: Those who mocked him when he 
made the request and insisted he didn’t know what he was talk¬ 
ing were as wrong as they could be. 

I’ll keep an eye out for any letters or Facebook posts from one 
fellow in particular to see if he can admit it. 

S peaking of taxes, again... 

The city council can raise taxes all it wants, but it would 
be nice to hear a genuine reason rather than what I’ll chari¬ 
tably call dubious excuses. 

When questioned by Councilman Paul Thomas Vaughn if 
the city could pay its bills without the increase, the mayor’s 
response that without the increase personnel cuts were possible 
was laughable. 

Had the council left the rate flat — it’s up 20 percent since 
2008 — its revenue would have decreased a paltry $150, hardly 
cause to start laying people off. 

Further, if $150 is such a burden to cut, might I suggest repur¬ 
posing the $100,000 the mayor budgeted for the previously men¬ 
tioned tourism scheme?

Stink bugs on the rise in Kentucky fields 


C ertainly this is the 
time to be checking 
your soybeans for the 
presence of stink bugs. 

I have 
not noticed 
economi¬ 
cally important 
problems in 
the beans I 
have sampled, 
but stink bugs 
are certainly 
common and 
our light traps 
have been 
capturing very 
large numbers compared to 
previous years. 

At our research station 
in Princeton in particular, 
the increase is greater than 
three times what they have 
captured in the past two 
years, and the season is not 
over. Black light trap data 
do not translate directly to 
numbers in the field. Nev¬ 
ertheless, this very large 
increase begs taking a look 
at the situation. 

Soybeans are at some 
risk to stink bugs from 
beginning bloom until R6/ 
R7stage. So, while full sea¬ 
son beans are probably well 
advanced, there are lots of 
double-crop and late double¬ 
crop beans still at risk. For 
many, people the damage 
stinkbugs cause in grain is 
never noticed until the crop 
is harvested. This is because 
these sucking bugs feed 
directly on seed inside pods 
and cause very little obvi¬ 
ous damage to plants. Losses 
are due to damaged and 
shriveled beans and aborted 
pods. It is therefore neces¬ 
sary to actually sample for 
the pest to determine if the 
plants are at risk. 


Green stink bugs 

Although we have sev¬ 
eral species of stink bugs 
in our beans, it is the green 
stink bug that is most 
numerous. Adults are a half- 
inch long, green (and a few 
slightly smaller browns) 
with sucking mouthparts. 
The body is shield-shaped. 
Nymphs are wingless and 
are quite variable in color, 
but yellows and reds are 
common. Both adults and 
juveniles feed on plants. 

Stink bugs are most often 
found in border rows and 
against woodlots. One may 
use a shake cloth to sample, 
but as we generally have 
narrow row beans (e.g. less 
than or equat to 15 inches), a 
15 inch sweep is most often 
used. Using this sweep net, 
take a series of 25 sweeps in 
each location and sample in 
multiple locations within 
the field. 

At each location, count 
the number of stink bugs 
captured and average this 
number over the number 
of locations sampled in the 
field. Our threshold for rec¬ 
ommending an insecticide 
treatment is three stink 
bugs per 25 sweeps at R1-R3 
growth stage and nine stink¬ 
bugs per 25 sweeps at R4-R6 
growth stage. 

Treatment of more 
mature beans is not recom¬ 
mended. 

If insecticidal control is 
warranted, you may find a 
list of insecticides labeled 
for use in Insecticide Rec¬ 
ommendations for Soybeans 
2014 (ENT-13), available 
online and at the Anderson 
Extension Office. 


Brown marmorated stink bug 

In addition to our normal 
stink bugs, brown marmo¬ 
rated stink bug (BMSB) is 
now well established in the 
central Kentucky region. Dr. 
Ric Bessin, UK entomologist 
in Lexington, has this year, 
for the first time, captured 
BMSB in his black light 
trap. In addition, he has 
seen them in soybeans and 
in fruit and vegetable plots 
on the UK farms. BMSB are 
also quite common on fruit¬ 
ing trees and ornamental 
plants in and around Lex¬ 
ington. 

These changes indicate 
that BMSB is adapting very 
well to our state and may 
yet develop into a major 
pest of crops and as a home 
invading pest. BMSB is still 
quite rare in the western 
half of the state. 

As far as grain crops are 
concerned, BMSB is counted 
just like any other stink bug 
for making spray decisions. 

Kudzu bug 

Sampling for kudzu bug 
indicates that there is little 
or no risk of economic prob¬ 
lems with this soybean pest 
this year. 

However, in all cases 
(including resampling of 
last year’s locations along 
the 1-75 corridor), although 
the pest is present, popula¬ 
tions are very small, and 
thus far, restricted to Kudzu. 

Be reminded that sink 
bugs feed on a wide range 
of crops and ornamental 
plants.

avoid excessive leftovers 


Easy tips to 

I don’t like leftovers, espe¬ 
cially baked goods. 

There are easy ways 
to prepare food 
so there is less 
leftover. Pack¬ 
aged foods, 
including pasta 
salad mixes, 
macaroni and 
cheese, one dish 
meal boxes, 
cake mixes, and 
similar items 
can be prepared 
by making just 
a portion of the 
box. 

You can also make a 
smaller batch of cook¬ 


ies, cakes, casseroles, rolls, 
bread, etc. 

For example, one quarter 
cake mix will make one 
5-inch layer or an 8-inch 
bread loaf pan or six cup¬ 
cakes. Use about 1 cup cake 
mix plus 1T. and divide 
the remaining ingredients 
by 4. One large egg equals 
approximately a quarter 
cup beaten egg. If you use 
the entire egg but only half 
was needed, then reduce 
the amount of liquid by 2 
Tablespoons. 

Packaged foods that don’t 
require an exact measure¬ 
ment can be divided into 
portions approximately, 


without measuring. For 
example, I make five corn 
sticks from half a box of 
corn bread mix. I just look 
at it to determine how 
much to make. 

A general rule when 
figuring portions for baked 
goods follows. An 8-inch 
square pan is one half of a 
9 inch by 13 inch pan. Half 
of an 8-inch square pan is 
an 8-inch bread pan. The 
9-inch square pan isn’t a 
good substitute for an 8 
inch square. Size matters if 
you want the baked good to 
look right.

When making a main dish, 
the difference between an 8 
inches and 9 inches square may 
not be significant. I follow the 
guidelines above when making 
fudge or brownies. 

Dividing recipes may be 
especially helpful for families 
that have become smaller as 
the children leave for college 
and jobs. Remember to adjust 
baking time also. Start with 
checking the product at five 
minutes less time than recom¬ 
mended if the total baking time 
was at least 20 minutes. Cookies 
always bake for the same time 
as long as the size of the cookie 
is the same. 

The recipe below is one-half 
the original recipe. Use an 8 
inch-square pan instead of the 
original 9 inches by 13 inches.

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Former resident charged with stealing money from school district

Benita Anglin, a former 
payroll manager of the Shel¬ 
by County Public Schools was 
arrested Aug. 22, 
two days after 
she was indicted 
for embezzling 
thousands from 
the school sys¬ 
tem. 

Anglin is a 
former resident 
of Anderson 
County. 

Kentucky State Police 
Detective Jason Propes with 
KSP’s West Drug Enforcement 
and Special Investigations 
Branch, said that Anglin 
was booked into the Shelby 
County Detention Center 
after she turned herself in, 
not an uncommon occurrence 
in situations such as hers, he 


added. 

“Most of the time in cases 
like this, people know it’s 
coming,” he said. “They know 
they’re getting ready to get 
indicted, so they just turn 
themselves in as soon as the 
indictment comes out.” 

Anglin, 54, of Frankfort, 
was released the same day, 
after posting a $50,000 cash 
bond. 

She was indicted by a Shel¬ 
by County Grand Jury Aug. 
20 on eight counts of theft 
by unlawful taking over 
$10,000 but under $1 million. 
She is also charged with eight 
counts of unlawful access to 
a computer, as well as eight 
counts of identity theft. 

Propes said he estimates 
the amount of the theft to be 
just over $590,000. 

“She utilized her position 
of employment to access 


the school system payroll 
computer software and steal 
money utilizing a previous 
employee’s identity,” he said. 

The Shelby County School 
District noticed money was 
missing on April 2. 

The indictment alleges 
that the thefts occurred over 
the past several years, begin¬ 
ning in March 2007, and 
continuing through March 30 
this year. 

The indictment says that 
each charge encompasses an 
entire year - with the excep¬ 
tion of 2007 and 2014, when 
alleged thefts took place 
between March and Decem¬ 
ber - so it isn’t known wheth¬ 
er funds were embezzled all 
at once or in increments. 

All the charges are felo¬ 
nies, so for 24 counts she 
could potentially receive a 
maximum of 200 years on 


prison. 

Propes said the next step is 
the arraignment, which has 
been set for Sept. 15 in Shelby 
Circuit Court. 

“What will happen is that 
she will have an arraignment, 
where she’ll have to enter a 
plea,” he said. 

“After that, they’ll set a 
pre-trial conference where 
the attorneys meet to dis¬ 
cuss the facts of the case, 
then it will proceed through 
the court system up to and 
including a jury trial, if it 
ends up going that far.” 

Propes said that he plays 
no part in recommending 
how much time Anglin 
should serve, that would be 
up to prosecutors. 

Shelby County Attorney 
Laura Donnell previously 
called that case, “A violation 
of public trust.” 


The investigation has been 
ongoing since May when 
SCPS Superintendent James 
Neihof expressed to The Sen¬ 
tinel-News that information 
had been uncovered impli¬ 
cating Benita Anglin in the 
manipulation of the payroll 
software MUNIS in connec¬ 
tion with the thefts. 

At the time, Anglin was 
the district’s payroll manager. 
She was suspended April 
10 for the remainder of the 
investigation, but then she 
resigned April 28. 

Neihof has said that 
money was found to be miss¬ 
ing from substitute teacher 
funding. 

Anglin was unavailable for 
comment and her telephone 
number has been discon¬ 
nected. It is not known who 
her attorney is.

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States don't define marriage; God does

L ast week, a fed¬ 
eral judge upheld 
Louisiana’s ban 
on same-sex marriage, 
a break from what had 
become a 
movement 
among 
many in 
the judi¬ 
ciary who 
were tak¬ 
ing it upon 
themselves 
to rule 
against 
what the 
majority 
of voters in their respec¬ 
tive states democrati¬ 
cally enacted. 

New York Times 
reporter Campbell Rob¬ 
ertson cites Judge Mar¬ 
tin Feldman’s rational 
for upholding the ban, 
saying that “the regula¬ 
tion of marriage was left 
up to the states and the 
democratic process” and 
that “no fundamental 


right was being violated 
by the ban.” He contin¬ 
ues by saying that the 
state of Louisiana has 
“a legitimate interest... 
whether obsolete in the 
opinion of some, or not, 
in the opinion of others 
... in linking children to 
an intact family formed 
by their two biological 
parents.” 

As expected, oppo¬ 
nents of the ban say 
they will appeal to a 
higher court, while sup¬ 
porters of marriage and 
family celebrate the 
ruling. 

According to the 
article, Feldman was 
well aware that he was 
going against the social 
grain on this issue. But 
he rightly acknowledges 
that there are many 
“unresolved questions” 
as to where this social 
change will end up. He 
asks, “Must the state 
permit or recognize a 


marriage between and 
aunt and niece... brother 
[and] brother? Father 
and child?” 

As crude as those 
questions are, they 
are nonetheless per¬ 
tinent, and Feldman 
rightly recognizes this 
moral conundrum that 
is being created by 
the break-neck pace 
at which the homo¬ 
sexual agenda is being 
advanced: “The court is 
powerless to be indif¬ 
ferent to the unknown 
and possibly imprudent 
consequences of such 
a decision — a decision 
for which there remains 
the arena of democratic 
debate.” Unlike many of 
his colleagues, this judge 


is willing to let this play 
out democratically in 
the public square. 

The reality is that the 
Supreme Court will like¬ 
ly rule more conclusive¬ 
ly on this issue in their 
next term, and the like¬ 
lihood of Feldman’s rul¬ 
ing remaining unturned 
isn’t likely, given the 
present makeup of the 
court. It is simply mir¬ 
roring where society as 
a whole is moving. 

But this judge, in his 
cautionary words, is 
revealing the reality of 
the slippery slope we 
find ourselves on when 
it comes to the issue of 
marriage in modern 
society. To think that 
the effort to redefine 


marriage will conclude 
when homosexuals are 
given the state-recog¬ 
nized right to wed is the 
epitome of naivety. 

Once the government 
permits two men or two 
women to be legally 
recognized as married in 
the eyes of the state (for 
it can never be so in the 
eyes of God), where will 
it end? The slope gets 
even steeper and more 
slippery from here: 
will the state continue 
to deny these rights to 
those who advocate for 
polygamy and polyamo- 
ry? Will the day come 
when an uncle can 
legally marry a niece 
or a parent a child? If 
marriage can mean any¬ 
thing at all it will mean 
nothing at all. 

The state did not 


institute marriage; God 
did (Genesis 2:24; Mat¬ 
thew 19:4-6). The state 
and judiciary should not 
try to function as a mar¬ 
riage thermostat that 
can change the condi¬ 
tion of the environment 
based on its own whims 
and wishes; they should 
only serve as a ther¬ 
mometer that merely 
recognizes the reality of 
what is. 

Try as they may to 
increase the heat on 
those of us who advo¬ 
cate for a biblical/his¬ 
torical view of marriage, 
the reality is that they 
are setting fire the very 
foundation of human 
civilization and flourish¬ 
ing. And once it burns 
down there is no build¬ 
ing it back.

ACT scores are 'step in right direction'

Anderson County 
High Schools’ ACT data 
were recently released 
from the 2013-2014 
junior class, reveal¬ 
ing across the board 
improvements in all 
subjects from the previ¬ 
ous school year. 

“ I am very proud 
of the gains made by 
our students on the 
ACT. The staff focus on 
rigor is reflected in the 
student achievement,” 
said Anderson County 
Schools Superintendent 
Sheila Mitchell. 

A total of 298 Ander¬ 
son County High School 
juniors were assessed. 
The school district per¬ 
formed at the state level 
or better in all subjects 
expect math. In math 
the students scored an 
average of 18.9, which 
was just shy of the state 
average of 19.2. 

“I’m extremely 
excited about the scores 
it’s definitely a step in 
the right direction for 
Anderson County High 
School,” said Principal 
Chris Glass. 

Some things that 
were implemented 
this past school year 
to improve student 
achievement were 
school wide literacy 
training initiatives, 
implementation of 
instructional coaches, 
the rollout of the new 
Profession Growth and 
Effectiveness System 
model for teachers’ 
assessments to provide 
teachers with specific 
examples of effective 
teaching and a detailed 
plan to hold all teachers 
accountable for deliver¬ 
ing rigorous instruction. 

“ I feel that these 
strategies were extreme¬ 
ly successful, but they 
are only plans on paper 
without the hard work 
and dedication that was 
but forth by the teach¬ 
ers and students,” said 
Glass. 

ACT is an assessment 
designed to measure 
college and career readi¬ 
ness in the subjects of 
math, science, English 
and reading on 36-point 
scale. 

In English, the high 
school performed at 18.9 
in comparison to the 
state average of 18.7. The 
highest level of improve¬ 
ment was noted in Eng¬ 


lish, a 1.2 average point 
increase from last year. 

Math was the lowest 
noted area of improve¬ 
ment from last year 
with only a 0.5 average 
point increase. 

In reading, the high 
school performed at 19.7, 
which was just slightly 
above the state average 
of 19.6. There was a 0.9 
average point increase 
from last year. 

In science, the high 
school juniors performed 
at 19.8 in comparison to 
the state average of 19.6. 
There was a 0.9 average 
point increase from last 
year. 

The ACT benchmarks 
are set by ACT subject 
area tests that represent 
the level of achievement 
required for students 
to have a 50 percent 
chance of obtaining a 
B or higher or about a 
75 percent chance of 
obtaining a C or higher 
in corresponding credit¬ 
bearing first-year col¬ 
lege courses. The college 
courses include English 
composition, college 
algebra, introductory 
social science courses 
and biology. The ACT 
respective benchmarks 
to represent prepared¬ 
ness in the following 
college courses are 18 for 
English composition, 22 
for algebra, 22 for social 
sciences and 23 for biol¬ 
ogy. The sample for the 
ACT assessment is based 
on a sample of 214 intu¬ 
itions and more than 
230,000 students across 
the U.S. 

Glass said one of 
the methods they will 
utilize this school year 
to improve ACT score 
across the board is the 
Edmentum Study Island, 
a computer program 
aimed to provide more 
individualized instruc¬ 
tion and response to 
intervention for strug¬ 
gling students. Students 
will be able to take 
ACT prep courses, allow 
students to relearn con¬ 
cepts and retake tests 
that they originally 
received a low test score 
and practice advanced 
placement tests through 
Study Island. The 
Anderson County Board 
of Education approved 
the purchase of Study 
Island for $28,087.50 out 
of site based decision¬ 
making funds Monday 
night.

Bearcats upbeat despite setback 


playoff prep 


South Oldham fans created 
championship atmosphere 

I t had been a while since we had 
seen a student section storm the 
field after a team defeated Ander¬ 
son County. 

But Mark Peach took 
note Friday night when 
a raucous South Oldham 
student section rushed 
the field at Dragon 
Stadium. They were 
celebrating South’s first 
win over Anderson in 10 
tries. 

Two schools, roughly 
the same size, have been 
playing football off and on since 
1993, yet South had never won until 
Friday night. There had been close 
ones and there had been blowouts, 
but every time the result had been 
the same. 

Anderson had always won. 

Even though the basketball 
rivalry had been more on the annual 
basis, the South football fans were 
undoubtedly tired of being on the 
wrong side of the scoreboard. After 
the Dragons’ 52-43 win Friday night, 
they celebrated. 

And celebrated. 

And rightly so. 

Peach took it as a compliment to 
the Anderson program. 

“Did you see that incredible 
celebration?” he asked during his 
post-game interview. “Ten years ago, 
when people beat us, it was business 
as usual. Now people are running on 
the field like they had won a regional 
championship.” 

Pulaski County’s fans stormed the 
Anderson field after winning state 
semi-final last year. That was to be 
expected, though. 

Regular season? The last time was 
probably Henry County’s small stu¬ 
dent section celebrating after upset¬ 
ting the Bearcats in Lawrenceburg 
back in 2010. 

Friday was different, though, in 
that it was a crowd pumped long 
before kickoff. The South Oldham 
student section was undoubtedly one 
of the largest and most boisterous I 
have ever seen, especially for a regu¬ 
lar-season game that was only being 
played for pride and getting ready for 
the state playoffs in three months. 

“I tell Mark, it’s really not a rivalry. 
We’re just trying to get ready for the 
playoffs,” South Oldham coach Jamie 
Reed said. 

(The game could actually come 
into play in terms of a three-way tie¬ 
breaker, but nothing else.) 

To Peach, the “wow” factor of the 
South Oldham crowd was huge. “This 
was a great atmosphere,” he said. “It 
was like playing for a regional cham¬ 
pionship.” 

If most of the prognostications are 
correct, the same two teams would 
meet again for that regional title. 
Both are favored to repeat as district 
champions, which would put them 
in opposite brackets in the regional 
tournament. While Franklin County 
and Cooper have shown in the early 
going that they are not willing to 
concede the district tites, Anderson 
and South were the pre-season picks. 

And if that does happen, Anderson 
would host a regional final for the 
third time in five years. 

But the Bearcats have eight regu¬ 
lar-season games and would need to 
win two tournament contests for that 
to happen. In other words, let’s not 
get ahead of ourselves. 

A lot can happen between now 
and then. 

For now, however, it would be 
great to capture the crowd electricity 
seen at South Oldham and re-infused 
into Anderson County. 

They yelled. 

They chanted. 

And they cheered. 

To be sure, Anderson County’s 
crowds are far better than most, espe¬ 
cially when it comes to community 
support. Anderson has mighty good 
crowds and has for years. 

But at the same time, when you 
witness a student section as loud and 
boisterous as South Oldham’s was Fri¬ 
day night, you realize it can be better. 

“They were,” Peach said when 
I commented how the South Old¬ 
ham crowd was into Friday’s game. 
“We would like to have that kind of 
enthusiasm.” 

Especially Friday night when 
Boyle County comes to town.

South Oldham claims 
first win over Anderson

CRESTWOOD - Even 
though the possibility of 
a perfect season had been 
erased and Anderson Coun¬ 
ty might not be viewed as 
positively in the upcom¬ 
ing polls, Mark Peach was 
upbeat Friday night. 

The Bearcat coach had 
just seen his charges drop a 
52-43 shootout at the South 
Oldham corral, but he was 
not dour or even down. 

The teams combind for 
13 touchdowns, 45 first 
downs and 1,054 yards. 

“South Oldham is a great 
football team,” he said, “but 
guess what? So are we. I 
mean it was 45-43 and we 
had our hands on the ball. 

“We were right there.” 

It is true that a very slow 
start put the Bearcats in a 
hole they could never quite 
climb from. The Bearcats 
trailed 14-0 just over nine 
minutes into the clash 
between Top 10 powers in 
Class 5A. While they even¬ 
tually fought back to tie 
things, the Bearcats never 
led. 

South Oldham, which 
had never beaten Anderson 
before Friday, was ready 
with a pumped student 
section and a large crowd. 
However, Dragon coach 
Jamie Reed said he did not 
talk about the past with his 
team. “We didnt’ want that 
stigma,” he said. “The kids 
recognize it because their 
parents know it.” 

And while the Anderson 
program is long past moral 
victories, the positives far 
outweighed the negatives 
in Peach’s mind. 

Landon Curry scored his 
first varsity touchdown, 
a 59-yard pass from Zach¬ 
ary Carmichael. Bryndon 
Labhart bulled for his first 
varsity score, then broke 


free for a 31-yard scoring 
jaunt later. 

“That is why I am 
encouraged,” Peach said. 

“We have got a great group. 
We have some new faces 
and this was a new expe¬ 
rience for us. We had so 
many things go against us.” 

Most of those things 
went against the Bearcats 
early. Two crucial penalties 
played a major role in South 
Oldham’s quick start. 

The first came late in 
South Oldham’s initial 
drive when Anderson’s 
Austin Phillips appeared to 
intercept Michael McGee’s 
pass. The officials, however, 
ruled that Phillips initiated 
some bumping on the play 
and called pass interfer¬ 
ence. 

Three plays later, South 
Oldham’s Adam Clark ran 
for a touchdown. 


Another flag - this time 
holding - nullified Ryan 
Martin’s first down run 
on the ensuing drive and 
played a major role in the 
Bearcats having to punt 
from their own six. Even 
though Curry got off a 
40-yarder, the Dragons 
struck quickly with Clark 
going in from 10 yards this 
time. South Oldham led 
14-0 with 2:47 left in the 
first frame. 

“To come back and tie 
it, then be down 45-43 is a 
great testament to our kids,’ 
Peach said. 

The comeback, though 
it fell short, could trace its 
roots to Peach’s constant 
message of hard work, per¬ 
severance and optimism. 

Carmichael and Curry 
connected less than two 
minutes after Clark’s 
second touchdown, initi¬ 


ating a track meet until 
the Bearcats marched 72 
yards with their first drive 
of the second half, knot¬ 
ting the count at 28 when 
Peach made a gutsy call on 
fourth-and-inches. With 
the Bearcats lined up in 
the wishbone, Carmichael 
pitched wide to Bray den 
Russell, who raced 17 yards 
for the score. 

South answered, how¬ 
ever, when Kevin Kuriger, 
who ran for 230 yards, 
capped a 66-yard march 
with a four-yard run to give 
the Dragons the lead for 
good. The score was set up 
when McGee found Clark 
for a 21-yard gain on third- 
and-11. It was the third of 
five times the Dragons con¬ 
verted a third-and-long sit¬ 
uation. “We have got to find 
a way to get off the field on

Title-winning Smith returns for second stint at Boyle

Anderson County goes 
from mighty good to peren¬ 
nial power Friday night. 

The Bearcats host Boyle 
County with kickoff set for 
Sept. 12 at 7:30 p.m. 

“This is possibly the 
toughest two-game stretch 
in my 21 years of coach¬ 
ing,” says Anderson coach 
Mark Peach. “You play the 
best South Oldham team 
in their history, then you 
turn around and play Boyle 
County with six or seven 
state championships.” 

The actual number is 
seven. 

And five of them came 
under new coach Chuck 
Smith. His most well-known 


alumnus is undoubtedly 
Jacob Tamme, an All-SEC 
performer at Kentucky 


who now catches Peyton 
Manning’s passes for the 
Denver Broncos. 

Smith is really only 
new to his current players, 


though. He was at Boyle 
County before, winning 
state Class 2A titles in 1999 
and 2000, then not missing 
a beat when the Rebels 
were bumped up to Class 
3A. Boyle won titles again 
in 2001,2002 and 2003. The 
five straight titles was a 
record at the time, since 
broken by Highlands, 
which won six straight 
titles from 2007-2012. 

Boyle regained the top 
spot, this time in Class 4A, 
in 2009 and 2010 under 
coach Larry French. 

However, French left 
for Southwestern after 
last year’s team went 11-1 
and was upset by Mercer 
County in the second round 
of the state playoffs. 

Enter Smith, who had

Deer, small game, waterfowl and bear hunts to be held in Wildlife Management Areas 


Ky. Dept, of Fish & Wildlife 

Hunters may apply 
throughout September 
for a variety of quota 
hunts in Kentucky 

Quota hunts help 
manage hunting pres¬ 
sure on popular public 
areas by limiting num¬ 
bers. The deadline to 
apply for these opportu¬ 
nities is midnight, Sept. 
30. 

Applications for 
quota deer, small game 
and waterfowl hunts at 
state wildlife manage¬ 
ment areas and other 
public lands may be 
submitted online at 
fw.ky.gov or by calling 
1-877-598-2401. Appli¬ 
cations and lists of 
available quota hunts 
are available on the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources’ website by 
clicking the “hunt” tab. 

Bear hunters must 
apply online for the 
quota hunt with dogs 
held in the Western, 
Central and Eastern 
chase areas. 

Approximately 70 
percent of hunters who 
applied for a quota hunt 
last year utilized the 
online application sys¬ 
tem. 

“It’s easy to use,” said 
Chip Quarles, infor¬ 
mation systems man¬ 


ager with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “By 
applying online and pro¬ 
viding an email address, 
hunters will receive 
a confirmation email. 
That’s an advantage, as 
well as having access to 
all of our public lands 
information on the web¬ 
site.” 

There are 30 quota 
deer hunts to consider 
this season, including a 
new opportunity Dec. 

6-7 at Dewey Lake Wild¬ 
life Management Area 
in Floyd County with 
150 slots available. For 
this area’s hunt, there 
is a one deer limit and a 
15-inch minimum out¬ 
side antler restriction 
for bucks. 

Also different this 
year, the quota deer 
hunt on Nov. 1 and 2 at 
Beaver Creek WMA is 
for antlered deer only 
with a one buck limit. 

At Big Rivers WMA, 
the quota deer hunt has 
been moved to the first 
weekend in November. 
The hunt dates are Nov. 

1 and 2. 

When applying for a 
WMA quota deer hunt, 
hunters may pick a first 
and second hunt choice, 
but can only be drawn 
to participate in one. 
Antlered deer harvested 


during WMA quota 
hunts count toward the 
statewide bag limit. 

Small game hunters 
may apply for pheasant 
quota hunts scheduled 
Nov. 21,22 and 23 at 
Green River Lake WMA, 
Dec. 5,6 and 7 at Clay 
WMA and Dec. 12,13 
and 14 at Yellowbank 
WMA. 

Bobwhite quail quota 
hunts on the Ken Unit 
of Peabody WMA are 
scheduled Nov. 25 and 
Dec. 23,2014 and Jan. 3, 
10 and 20,2015. A men¬ 
tor hunt is scheduled 
Nov. 22. 

Upland bird quota 
hunts at Clay WMA 
are scheduled Nov. 5, 

Nov. 16, Dec. 14 and Dec. 
16. Hunters may take 
bobwhite quail, ruffed 
grouse and woodcock 
during the upland bird 
quota hunts, when the 
seasons for all three spe¬ 
cies are open. Woodcock 
season opens Nov. 1 and 
ends Dec. 15. 

Waterfowl hunters 
may apply for quota 
hunts at Ballard WMA 
and the Sauerheber 
Unit of Sloughs WMA. 
The hunts at Ballard 
WMA are held Wednes¬ 
days through Sundays 
(excluding Christmas 
and New Year’s Day) 
from Dec. 3,2014 to 


Jan. 25,2015. Waterfowl 
quota hunts are held 
daily at Sloughs WMA 
from Nov. 27,2014 
through Jan. 25,2015, 
but hunters must apply 
for a block of dates. 

The bear quota hunt 
with dogs season is Dec. 
22-26. Hunters must 
have a bear chase per¬ 
mit before applying. 
Applicants may apply 
as a hunt party of no 
more than five people. 
All persons drawn for 
this hunt must also 
obtain a bear permit 
to take a bear. An indi¬ 
vidual hunter or hunt 
party drawn for the 
bear quota hunt with 
dogs season can take no 
more than one bear in a 
license year. The state¬ 
wide harvest quota for 
this hunt is five bears of 
either sex. If the limit is 
reached, the season will 
close 30 minutes after 
sunset that day. 

Results of the draw¬ 
ings will be posted on 
Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife’s website by 
Oct. 8. Applicants may 
also call the department 
at 1-800-858-1549 and 
provide either their con¬ 
firmation number, order 
number, or Social Secu¬ 
rity number to find out 
if they were selected. 


New mobile app for boater safety information released

The Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources’ new 
Boat Sober mobile app for smart 
phones and tablets informs boat¬ 
ers about boating under the 
influence and overall boating 
safety. Boaters planning to enjoy 
the water in the fall season can 
download the app now. 

“It is an awareness campaign 
of boating under the influence 
with other boater education 
components,” said Maj. Shane 
Carrier, assistant director of law 
enforcement for Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. “We feel that this 
app is just one additional tool 
we can provide to help keep our 
Kentucky waterways a safe and 
enjoyable destination for every¬ 
one to visit.” 

Carrier explained that oper¬ 
ating a boat after consuming 
alcohol is more dangerous than 
operating a motor vehicle on the 
highway. “There are no lines on 


the water to help keep you on 
course; the boat has no brakes 
and there is no speed limit on the 
water,” he said. “Throw alcohol 
consumption into the mix and it 
is truly a recipe for disaster.” 

The Boat Sober app has a 
blood alcohol estimator and a 
button in the shape of a badge to 
report a reckless boat operator to 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife law 
enforcement. “It also has a fea¬ 
ture called impairment goggles,” 
Carrier said. “It gives you an idea 
of how alcohol consumption 
impacts your vision.” 

The app also has a “Find a 
Marina” button allowing users 
to find the nearest marina, links 
to boater education regulations 
and course schedules for boater 
safety classes. 

“All boat operators from 12 to 
17 years of age must have a Ken¬ 
tucky Safe Boating Certificate to 
operate a boat over 10 horsepow¬ 
er,” Carrier said. “We recommend 
adults who operate boats to take 
the course as well.” 


Boaters can also quickly view 
the boating safety equipment 
checklist, the “Don’t Drink and 
Drown” button that contains a 
description of all boating under 
the influence laws and penalties 
plus links to paddle sports edu¬ 
cation sites. The app also has a 
direct link to the Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife’s Facebook page and 
Twitter feed. 

“We want to create a link 
between Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife and the boaters in our 
state,” Carrier said. “This app will 
also give us the ability to send 
push notifications to keep boat¬ 
ers informed when something 
significant arises.” 

The app is free for download. 
Users of Android systems can 
download the app from Google 
Play and those with Apple iOS 
systems can download this app 
from the Apple Store. The public 
may use their mobile device to 
scan the following QR codes to 
get the app as well.
